plete. The total figures do not in-' 
clude moneys to be paid in salaries ! 
for military forces, nor for various! 
civilian training programs. 

BREAKDOWN—The list of major 
classifications in the above will give 
some idea of the relative activity in 
various fields that go to make up 
the whole program. Naval vessels 
lead the list, with awards totaling 
$4,370,000,000; airplanes are next, at 
$2,240,000,000 worth of contracts let; 
ammunition and explosives account 
for $1,000,000,000; and an item de- 
scribed as “industrial facilities” is 
down for $1,130,000,000 worth... 
Others: “artillery and small arms” 
rates $580,000,000; an array of phy- | 
sical establishments described as— | 
“posts, stations, depots and fortifi- 
cations” account for $860,000,000. 
Other items on the list are: cloth- | 
ing, equipment and subsistence; | 
tanks and combat vehicles; stock- 
piling and strategic raw materials, 
and supplementary housing.
